McCoin has packed 
ihoes for sixteen years. Beyond that 
le knows no trade, but says he is 
milling to do anything his strength 
rtll allow. 


Here is the advertisement Mrs. 


McCoin submitted to newspapers: 


"FOR 
SALE: 
A reliable man of 


good character. 


"No, reader, there is no mistake in 


the above caption. The offer is bona 
fide and means a good bargain for 
someone. The days of slavery 
are 


over, yoni say. The days of the slave 
whose master had the power to sell 
him are over. The days of the in- 
dustrial slave who has to find a 
market for himself will Clever be over. 
The negro slave of days gone 
by 


many times found he had a hard 
master but he was sure he would 


have a place to eat, a place to sleep 
and at least what clothes the law re- 
quired. He was never without a 
master, so he was sure he 
would 


never suffer cold and hunger. 


"This particular slave of industry 


at the present time is without a 
master and unless he finds one who 
wants to buy a good, honest slave, 
he may be cold and hungry ere the 
long New England winter is over. Th'e 
slave without a* master is willing to 
work at anything a man of middle age 
is able to do. He is intelligent and he 
is fairly well educated. 
His char- 


acter is above reproach. If you need 
a slave of this type, now is your 
chance to obtain a bargain. No reas- 
onable offer will be refused."

PONY EXPRESS 
REVIVAL FRIDAY 


ST. JOSKPH, Mo., Aug. 30.—West- 


ern plains will again witness a speed- 
ing horseback rider carrying United 
States mail. 


The "pony express," which added to 


the tradition of the west-nearly threa- 
quarters of a century ago, will be re- 
vived for one trip starting here to- 
morrow. 


The modern riders will attempt to 


beat the old time record in transport- 
ing mail by pony from St. Joseph to 
Sacramento, Cal. 


Two opposing teams, ona composed 


of "cowboy" riders aan the other of 
army cavalrymen, will participate In 
the race. For ten days they will urge 
their mounts half way across the con- 
tinent, traversing a total of 2,100 
miles. 
The "pony express" recoid 


made by riders In 1860 was seven 


days and twenty-one hours> of actual 
riding time. 


Starting from St. Joseph, the first 


rider will change horses every ten 
miles and at the fifty mile point the 
mail pouches will be handed to fresh 
riders. 
On arriving at state Unes~aT 


night the riders will be halted until 
daybreak In. order to permit them ro 
pass thru large cities during daylight. 
Two hundred and fifty horses and 
forty riders will participate in the re 
vival. In the mountainous regions 
horses will be changed each mile. 


Robert Lee Shepherd, a farmer 


near St. Joseph and an expert horse- 
man, 
will ride his thorobred, "Beauty," 


out of St. Joseph, when President 
Coolidge presses the starting signal 
button. Shepherd will represent the 
cowboys and Harold Griffith is sched- 
uled to represent the army contingent. 


PERMIT TO YANKTON 
TOLL BRIDGE SCHEME 


Governor Bryan Believes It the 


Duty .of Hebraskans to Buy 


Stock 
in 
Bridge 


Project. 


Governor Bryan has returned from 


a trip to Yankton, S. D. He accom- 
panied a delegation of Omaha business 
men to that city to look over the plans 
for the construction of a bridge across 
tfle Missouri river. He expressed sur- 
prise at the progress made by con- 
struction engineers. He finds that 
$900.000 has been subscribed by peo- 
ple of South Dakota and Nebraska to 
the enterprise, mostly In the form of 
stock subscriptions, and that $600,000 
has been expended. The bridge Is to 
be a toll bridge and will have two 
decks, one for railroad trains and the 
upper deck for vehicles and foot pas- 
sengers. 


•The Nebraska legislature passed a 


bill authorizing the use 
of $100,000 


from the state aid bridge fund to JJd 
in building an approach to this bridge 
on the Nebraska side. 
Governor 


Bryan signed tie bill. Later the legis- 
lature appropriated $200.000 for the 
state aid bridge fund, declining to 
make the total $300.000 which was the 
amount asked for by supporters of the 
Yanktoa bridge schetae- 


Govemor Bryan said Thursday be

000 of state aid bridge funds for an 
approach to the Yanktoa bridge, but 
said he would see that the department 
of securities issues a permit to sell

Efforts Have Been Made by Cer- 


tain Interests to Persuade -New 


President to ^Abandon 


Merchant Fleet. 


By Lawrence Martin 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Presi- 


dent Coolidge is about to tackle the 
difficult and involved problem of the 
American merchant marine. 


He had a brief conference at the 


white house today with chairman Far- 
ley of the shipping borad. This was 
preliminary to a meeting with the en- 
tire shipping board in the near future 
at which Mr. Coolidge will be given 
an abc dollars and 'cents analysis of 
the board's plans for efficient econom- 
cal government operation of the ships 
it owns. 


Mr. Coolidge is likely to find him- 


self in the vortex of a maelstrom of 
politics and intrigue the minute he 
tackles^this troublesome problem. In 
recent weeks and more particularly 
since President Harding's death, ef- 
forts have been pressed by certain in- 
terests which think they see an op- 
portunity to persuade the new admin- 
istration that the wisest policy is to 
let go of the merchant fleet at once. 


The administration 
will be under 


strong pressure, both from'within and 
without, to unload the bulk of the 
merchant fleet on terms dictated by 
private interests and heretofore re- 
jected by the government. 


Strong arguments will be laid be- 


fore Mr. Coolidge to the effect that 
economical government operation is a 
virtual impossibility and the best way 
out is to' reverse the position so de- 
terminedly adhered to by Mr. Harding 
and let the best of the fleet go di-

With characteristic caution he has 
asked the shipping board to go into 
greater detail concerning its plan of 
temporary operation.

government. 


2.Whether present losses can be cut 


down, and if so, how much? 


3. Approximately how long govern- 


ment operation will be necessary. 


He also will have before him all 


available information concerning the 
offers, plans and ideas of private ship- 
ping interests, • and will confer with 
leaders in congress. 


His decision will be communicated 


tq congress in December. It is unlikely 
to be made public before that time.

"Polly" came to an end. Attendants

where Miss Redick has been a patient 
since December, prepared for her re- 
moval to the state hospital for the 
insane. 


Bernice, aided by psychologists with 


a wide knowledge of mental phenom- 
ena, has lost to "Polly". 


Her nervous system 'has wasted

doors. 


One hundred and ten instruments 


of deeds and real' estate mortgages 
were registered in Wallace's name in 
the past week. 


Wallace, former partner of the late 


Major General Grenville M. Dodge, 
Civil war hero and Wall street broker, 
was administrator of the 
$1,500,000 


Dodge estate. 


Wallace's suicide'was caused by his 


worry over a $4,000 shortage which 
he failed to account for while he was 
secretary 
of the 
municipal water 


board, according to John G. Wood- 
ward, president of the Council Bluffs 
Savings bank. 


Wallace was known as the "king 


of optimists" and was the idol 
of 


many thousand small boys of western 
Iowa. 


He was a member of the national 


committee of the Y^ M. C. A.; national 
board of trustees of the Presbyterian 
church and national committee, board 
of realtors.

September 1, it will accentuate the 
already panicky demand for anthra- 
cite and unless the buyer and the re-

of last fall and winter on any anthra- 
cite coal that may be on the market 
after September 1," the 
commission 


warned. "In the absence of any def- 
inite regulatory powers over 
either 


mine prices or wholesalers' margins 
on the part of state or federal author- 
ities, the extent of such activities and 
the amount of premium add£d by 
wholesalers will depend largely upon 
the willingness of the retailer and the 
consuming public to pay the

HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 30.— An- 


thracite coal operators look with dis- 
favor upon certain phases "of the Pin- 
chott proposal for settlement of the 
threatened coal strike. 


Efforts to secure an agreement on 


the scale of maintenance men failed 
today when the miners rejected an 
offer of the operators, the amount of 
which could not be" learned. The de- 
cision was reached at a meeting of 
the mine leaders early today. 


An agreement was " concluded be- 


tw^en mine union leaders and the op- 
erators' representatives, , today, plac- 
ing mainteance men on the eight-hour 
day basis, thus assuring protection of 
the mines in the event of the strike 
takes place September 1. 


An earlier offer of the opeiators 


was rejected by the miners. The 
agreement was announced by the min- 
ers after the operators had left for 
Philadelphia to consider the Pinchot 
proposal. 


The operators left for Philadelphia 


at 9 a. m. 
They were to hold an 


executive meeting in Warriner's office 
there to go over the entire Pinchot 
settlement proposal. 


Some of the owners, it i& learned 


on indisputable authority today, are 
strongly opposed to comple recogni- 
tion of the union against which they 


• have iought for years. 
The operators refuse to give any 


putolic-erpi-essiOn n&f their sentiments 
until they submit their^answer to GovT 
ernor Pinchot tomorrow noon. .But it 
is known several Of them' believe ac- 
ceptance ot the peace offer made by 
the governor would involve an enor- 
mous concession on their part. 


Caucus on Proposal. 


Both sides are caucusing today on 


the proposal — the miners here and the 
operators on their way to Philadel- 
phia. 


The general scale committee of the 


miners is considering the four points 
outlined by the goveoyjr and it -was 
indicated by some of them that the 
suggestions might be accepted. 


Pinchot's proposal, given, out last 


night, was: 
1 — A 10 per cent wage increase for 


the men. 


2 — A "halfway check off" permitting 


the nnion to collect dues from 
the 


men at the mines on pay day, but also 
providing that 
the operators shall 


tuliy recognize the union. 


3 — Recognition 
of the eight-hour 


daj. 


The governor also added another 


point — that of recognition of the right 
of 
collective bargaining. He sug- 


gested that if the miners and 
op- 
erators separately were not able to 
accept his proposal, they should go 
into joint session with all impartial, 
non-voting chairman who could ad- 
vise them. And if they still could 
not reach agreement, he suggested 
that the matter be left to the miners 
and operators board of conciliation. 
But inasmuch as only twelve hours 
will remain until strike time, when 
the answers of both sides are given to 
him tomorrow noon, it appeared likely 
a strike would ensue if either party 
rejects the basic offer. It seemed un- 
likely to observers that any step could 
be taken to avoid a breach if either 
party objects. 


May Seize Mines. 


The lone hope upon which 1 inchot 


then may rely to avoid a suspension 
of mining is the plan -whereby 1'inchot 
may seize the minvs and with the 
help of the miners produce coal. 


It is known that Finchot has been 


advised to appeal io the public health 
commissioner and declare a state 
en> rjrency so that his administration 
may assume control of the mines.

rated one of the financial as well as 
political powers of the state. He Is 
interested in several noted, livestock 
farms and the losses were said to 
be in connection with these. 


"Several creditors have asked us if 


our institution would take charge of 
the governor's assets and distribute 
them among the creditors," Stout 
said. 


He disclosed however that he had 


been only the nominal head of the 
Kentland institution, and had r.on- 
templated resigning for some time. 


McCray stated he had been forced 


to pay off securities held by this bank 
in order to preserve its integrity. The 
institution is now declared sound. 


The governor said he had accepted 


farm notes for blooded cattle and dis- 
counted them at the bank. When the 
bank became flooded with notes of a 
like nature and was in need of cash 
ihe governor personally took care of 
all the notes, he asserted.

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ATHENS, Aug. 30.—The Greek cab- 


inet met today to consider the Italian 
ultimatum -which gives this country 
twenty-four hours to make reparation 
for the massacre of flve Italian of- 
ficers in Greek territory. 


Premier Gonatas stated to the press 


that some of the demands could not be 
accepted, that some must be modified 
and that others are acceptable to 
Greece. 


The premier -added that Greece felt 


the greatest indignation with regard 
ti> the crime, but believed Albanian 
bandits and not Greeks, were guilty 
of it 


"I believe this unfortunate incident 


will not ultimately affect Greek and 
Italian relations." 
• It was reported that in event of a 
deadlock Greece would invoke the in- 
tercession of the league of nations. 


The Greeks were understood to be 


willing to pay the fifty million lire in- 
demnity demanded, but to oppose ac- 
ceptance of some of the other clauses 
of the ultimatum, which are consid- 
ered humiliating. 


The principal points of the Italian 


ultimatum are: 


Fifty million lire indemnity must be 


paid. 


Italian officials are to be allowed to 
participate in a thoro investigation 
conducted at the scene of the mass- 
acre, within five days. 


All culprits are to be executed. 
Greece must apologize to Italy thru 


the medium of a high military officer. 


The Greek cabinet is to attend fun- 


eral services for the victims, to be 
conducted in the cathedral at Athens. 


The Green fleet must salute 
the 


Italian fleet in Greek waters off 
Piraeus, the port of Athens. 
Each 


ship is to fire tvrenty-one guns and 
hoist the Italian colors. 


The assassination of the five mem- 


bers of the Italian commission oc- 
curred while they were riding in an 
automobile near cars containing other 
members of the interallied commis- 
sion for delimitation of the Albanian 
frontier. 


The Italians' car was halted by a 


tree which had been felled across the 
road. This was at 9 a. m. Monday, 
midway between Janina 
and Santa 


Quaranta, and the scene of the oc- 
currence was a thick woods. 


As the Italian car halted thirty or 


forty shots were fired from ambush. 
Major Corti was killed instantly. 
Other members of the 
commission 


jumped from the car and started to 
run but were shot. When the Greek 
colonel, Bolzari, who was in a car 
behind, arriTed on the scene 
the 


bodies were lying where they fell. 


It is the contention of Italy that 


Greece, acting in belief that the 
Italians favored adjustment of the 
frontier more favorable to 
Albania 


than to Greece, ordered them roass- 
acr*»d. or at ]«>ast failed to taie proper 
precautions to preT^nt jt.

lary to Prince Christopher, ol Gieece., 
her husband. She had been 
uncon- 


scious for hours and all hope had been 
abandoned. 


When she passed 
away her hus- 


band was at the bedside, together with 
her sou, William B. Leeds, and his 
wile, Princess Xenia of Greece. 


The princess had been ailing since 


early in the summer. She had under- 
gone four operations lor cancer and 
complications and alter each one she 
rallied and resumed her place-In the 
world, playing an important part in 
royal society 
and the international 


politics of the Balkans. Finally, how- 
ever, the disease overcame her. 


Princess Anastasia, 
formerly Mrs. 


William B. Leeds, wife of the "Tin 
plate king", was credited with being 
the "power behind" in many of the up- 
sets in Greek politics subsequent to 
the "war. It was her vast 
fortune, 


many believed, which financed 
the 


campaign which led to the downfall of 
Premier Venizelos and the restoration 
of the monarchy. 


George H. Worthington of Cleve- 


land was her first husband. They 
were divorced in 1900. That same year 
she married William B. Leeds, million- 
aire tin plate king, whom she met 
while working as a stenographer. He 
died in Paris in 1908, leaving the in- 
come from the bulk of his ?23,886,600 
estate to his widow. 


Mrs. Leeds resided in Europe after 


her husband's death and there were 
many rumors that she would marry 
various princes and other members or 
the nobility. 
In 1920 she 
married 


Prince Christopher of Greece and the 
Greek king thereupon conferred upon 
her the title of Princess Anastasia. 
She became a relative by marriage of 
the 
Danish 
royal 
family and the 


Hohenzollern's. 


In 1921 her son. William B. Leeds 


married Princess Xenia of Greece. He 
will 
inherit 
the 
income from his 


father's estate and if he dies without 
.issue the fortune will go to the Lying- 
in-hospital in New York.

in aZnesville, 
O., 


January 
20, 1883. Her 
name 
was 


Monnie May Stewart, but she was 
known to her 
schoolmates 
by the 


nickname 
of "Pinkie." The 
family 


moved to Cleveland, where she grew 
up in an upper middle class neigh- 
borhood.

What to Feed Baby 


After You've Weaned Him 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.,

ANY mothers write to me asking what kind 


of food should be given after the weaning 
of the baby. 


It is too bad, for any reason whatever, to be 


forced to wean the baby until the heat of the Sum- 
mer and early Fall have passed. 
If proper pre- 


cautions are taken in the care of the food the time 
of year does not matter. 
Late September and 


early October are particularly favorable, because 
the nights are cool and the milk and other food are 
less likely to spoil than they are in extremely hot 
weather. 


It must be remembered that every food, every drink, everything 


given the baby must be absolutely- • 
fresh. There must not be the slight- 
est suspicion of taint.

b.-eu no increase in average yield of 
land in nine principal crops in the 
past two decades. The increased sur- 
t lus has been made available mainly 
bv a reduction in the per capita area 
D| crop and pasture land employed in 
maintaining beef cattle and horses. 


As a result, the physical exports of 


'.urn products, and particularly 
of 


•--. heat and rye, are much larger than 
m ihe years preceeding the war, but 
it is a mistake to attribute price de- 
pn\-,=jon to a sudden change in the 
volume of exports. 


Doctor Gray called attention to the 


i!i«-t that the 
wartime increase 
of 


wheat acreage in Canada and the Uni- 
'^d States was very largely caused 
b> the expansion into new farming 
,ireas where there is practically no 
substitute money crop. 


The most important factor working 


:oi a. restoration of normalcy in prices 
is the increase in population. It is esti- 
mated that the increase of world pop- 
ulation is about twenty 
millions a 


•• -.ir. The continuance of this rate of 
increase even for four or five years 
rnisht exert a marked influence to- 
ward restoring cereal prices. 


Our own population is likely to in- 


<•!• use at the rate of a million a vear. 


"This new economic epoch which 


•» e are apvoaching,' slid Dr. Gray, 
"'.via not necessarily be a Golden Age 
t iUior for the American farmer or the 
nation as a whole, for it will bring its 
pel uliar problems and difficulties, in- 
I'Uuling the necessity of greater econ- 
omy in the use of natural resources.

emigrants. This policy might appear 
i'-mporarily to promise a better do- 
i i i f s t i c market for farm products and 
10 supply the extra laborers for which 
our industries are clamoring."

not be able to hit Jack Dempsey. I 
am sure that 1 will. All the good men 
who haye fought Dempsey nave been 
able to hit him. Jess Willard hit him, 
Bill Brennan hit him, Carpentier hit 
him. 
All of these men hil him on the 


jaw. None of these men could hit as 
hard as I can hit. If I hit Jack Demp- 
sey where those men hit him 1 will 
knock him out. 


I am afraid that if I speak the truth 


as I feel -It, the American people win 
think that I am boasting. I do not 
want to 
boast. 
1 do not feel like 


boasting. If 1 could make things as I 
would like to have them, I would take 
one more year before I would have 
a fight with Dempsey. After one more 
year I would have ten more fights. I 
would have more fighting generalship. 


Has Fought Twenty Times. 


I wish -that all the Nortn American 


people would remember that no man 
who has had as few fights as I have 
had has ever fought for the champion- 
ship of the world. 
1 have had ten 


fights in this country ana tea rights 
in South America. That is all. 
It' i 


could have more fights before I meet 
Dempsey I could bo more sure that I 
would win. But I gave my word that 
J will fight when Mr. Rickard asked 
me and I kept my word. 
I do noi 


know whether 1 will win, but I know 
that I can win aud J hope and believe 
that I will.,,- 


I say that 1 do not know for certain 


whether 1 will win and that is the 
truth, but ..it may be before the fign*- 
I will know and if I know I win say 
so. Before I had the fight with Wn- 
lard at Jersey City I did not know for 
certain whether 1 would .win. 
Some- 


times whffe I was training I thought 
maybe I would'win. Mr. \Villard had 
been champion of the world. He was 
a very big man. He was m good con- 
dition. I thought to myself sometimes 
that perhaps he was too big for me 
to'hurt. 


Waiting for That "FeeTing." 


And then one day I knew that I 


could whip him. As soon as that feer- 
ing came to me that he coutci not hurt 
me and I could knofck him out, I told 
all my friends that I would win. I do 
not knofli how I knew, Out 1 Kn&w. 
Other times before I have fought tha: 
feeling has come to me and when that 
feeling conies'I know I will win. If 
I have that feeling about Jack Demp- 
sey I know I will win from him, then 
1 will not say that I can win but that 
I will win. 1 do not have that feeling 
yet. If it comes to me I will say so, 
and if I say so I will win. 


I try to speak the trutti as I feel 


now. I think that I will win. I hope 
and believe that I will win. t will do 
my best and so far my best has been 
good enough . because I do one thing 
at one time and try to do that one 
thing well.

of the plains where wheat has long 
ruled as despot. Cut what are those 
oiher crops to he? It is more difficult 
to t'ind an answer to that than to find 
substitutes for the cotton crop. Al- 
ready in the southern portion of the 
wheat belt, in Oklahoma and Texas, 
much wheat land has already gone 
back to cotton. But for the northern 
end of the belt, what? 
This is cer- 


lainly one of the biggest questions 
wirh which 
American 
agronomists 


and economists will have to grapple 
during the next.'three years. 


There is another remedy for which 


some publicity has been obtained—the 
remedy of an artificial stimulation of 
a demand for wheat in America. Not 
only bakers and millers, but farmers, 
are hoping to profit by the slogan, 
"Eat 
more bread." But the special 


committee of economists brought to- 
gether by Mr. Wallace believes that 
the home demand for what has been 
at the maximum during the past year, 
and that the farmer cannot expect any 
increase at home to make up for the 
loss in foreign demand. 
No govern- 


mental fixing of prices could possibly 
affect those natural laws of demand 
and supply, nor could a senate full of 
Magnus Johnsons control those laws. 
What ill advised legislation may do 
is to retard the remedial operation of 
those natural laws, and' therefore in- 
crease the hardships of those who are 
seeking relief. 


The one really hopeful factor in the 


eyes of the economists Drought to- 
gether by Secretary Wallace is the 
migration of the agricultural popula- 
tion to the cities, which recently has 
been much accelerated. "This move- 
ment Trill in the long run," says the 
committee, "add 
to the urban demand 


for foodstuffs and will eventually les- 
sen the supply of farm produce, thus 
tending to establish a more normal 
relationship between agricultural and 
other prices." 


Thus a movement which for a gen- 


eration has been deplored by many as 
tending to the decay of the country is 
now hailed as the 
saving force in 


restoring the country to a stable basis. 


What Is the Matter? 


"What," asks Edward S. Martin in 


Harper's, "al the bottom is the 
mat- 


ter with this world'' The more one 
reads about it, the less on.: knows, it 
is not going right; it is going 
omi- 


nously wrong. At the-bottom, what 
is the great ailment? 
Is it indus- 


trialism—the overproduction of 
com- 


modities with resulting overpopula- 
tion 
in 
the industrialized countrios 


and 
competitive 
struggles to 
sell 


what is not needed in order to feed 
increasing numbers of workers, and 
thereby provide for a still greater 
pro- 


duction of unnecessary commoditie3. 
| Is that what ails our world? Is it 
that human beings have ceased to be 
reckoned with as souls, ar.d come to 
be thought of primarily as makers, 
buyers 
and consumers of objects? 


There is an argument for that view, 
but acceptance of it invites a. mighty 
gloomy prospect of 
dismantled fac- 


tories, decaying trade, starving popu- 
lations and general ruin. If it is the 
industrial civilization that has playoJ 
hob with Europe, what will it do to 
the United States? If it is a disease, 
it is one with which we are thoroly 
infected, and if it is mortal, we might 
as well contemplate our finish. We 
can, 
of course, rub along for a time, 


because our country is so favorably 
located and has still so much room 
in it, but the malady, if fatal, will 
fetch us in the end. Meanwhile w.-i 
have a choice of two courses: To give 
up the 
industrial civilization 
and 


cease to invent and use machines and 
to inquire and experiment and try to 
simplify and expedite life, 01 to go on 
with our industrial civilization over 
the top. and try to grow big enough 
to handle it and ride in it, instead of 
letting it ride over us."

MEN AND THINGS. 


Kenneth L. Roberts, who is a keen investigator who 


got his ability to probe and to write thru training as 
;i reporter, has been looking into the i'ascistl movement 
in Italy. He says that there has been an enormous 
arnuunt of exalted conversation directed to informing 
tins world that it is the essence of spirituality, the 
embodiment of idealism, the spirit of youth, and the 
like, when it is nothing more than the application of 
common sense to the business of government. 
The 


taxes grew so heavy thru the subservience of the 
politicians to the demands of groups that the govern- 
ment do this and do that, that they rose up, kicked 
things over and kicked the politicians out. 


"The Place of Emotionalism in Christianity" was 


the theme of one of the graduating essays at Union 
Theological college the other day. We would like to 
have heard it. There are a good many persons who 
claim that the past growth of the church is clearly 
traceable to the additions to membership resulting from 
revivals, and we doubt not that they could prove their 
case. What we had in mind was a protest against the 
notion that loud singing and long praying are necessary 
emotional processes to keep people loyal to their faith. 
Conversion is a process of the soul, and to be .real it 
must be deep-rooted. 


It is not until misfortune hrings one into personal 


touch with the modern and up-to-date hospital that an 
idea is secured of the wonderful thoroness with which 
diagnoses may now be made. One of the latest inven- 
tions has to do with pictures of the heart taken with 
such great accuracy that no clinical test is necessary. 
The X-ray pictures are not as satisfactory to the laymen 
as they appear to be to the doctors, whose knowledge 
of anatomy enables them to read the dim outlines 
therein with scarcely a mistake. These things add to 
the cost of treatment, but they substitute knowledge 
for guesswork which must always be a part of the 
old system of diagnosis. 


County agents carry on some very interesting ex- 


periments. Nicotine dusts are being tried in a demon- 
strational way for the control of the plant, louse and 
cucumber beetle. This work is being carried on with 
the university to determine the nicotine strengths nec- 
essary to kill these pests. Nicotine sulphate is used 
in a filler carrier, the 5 and 10 per cent strengths being: 
used, the former for lice and the latter for beetles. One 
trial was made on plant lice when the temperature was 
about 55 degrees. This was entirely too cold for this 
volatile dust to.be efficient, yet after one blast of dust 
the lice dropped off at a rapid rate. 
Practically all 


lice that were struck with this dust seemed to die in 
a few minutes.
